Dr. Goldberg: 

On September 10, 1964, Mrs. Eilcel. of the State 
Department was supplied with a duplicate set of all the 
correspondence appearing in the "State Department File," 
Commission Documents Nos. 1114 and 1115, for the purpose 
of declassifying this material. This she did by blotting 
out all references, dates, codes, etc., which caused 
the document to bear a security classification. This, of 
course, would apply only to those materials prepared by 
the State Department. Materials prepared by other agencies 
would need to be declassified by the initiating agency. 

In connection with the material from INS, Navy, 
and Marine Corps which appears in Commission Documents 
Nos. 1114 and 1115, declassification was obtained for 
the exhibits which were cited. Copies of the authority 
are in my office file, the originals should be in the 
file room.
